The Treasury Department 
as cautioned Torrance resi- 
cnts against the current rash 
f a "chain letter" scheme 
hich uses Savings Bonds as 
ait to lure participants.

The scheme is not only il- 
cgal, but makes flagrant mis- 
se of Savings Bonds," W. C. 
Her, state Savings Bonds di- 
cctor said. "For more than 21 
cars, these bonds have been 
ecognizcd as an absolutely 
afe investment, free from ele­ 

ments of risk because the 
rincipal and interest are fully 
uarantecd by our govern­ 

ment," Eller continued. "How- 
vcr, these schemes for acquir- 
ng Savings Bonds 'for not li­ 
ng' are indeed a risky gamb­ le."

HE SAID that experience 
with endless chain schemes 
ver a period of many years Is 
hat most participants lose 
heir entire investment. This 
lUtcome is inevitable because 
he supply of interested per- 
ons is soon exhaused. The 

greater the amount to be in­ 
vested, the sooner the satura- 
ion point is reached.

"Some organizers of the new 
programs Imply that the gov 
rnment and banks approve 

of the idea in order to increase 
bond sales," Ellcr stated. "This 
s not true. The Treasury De- 
lartmcnt, through the Federal 
lescrvc Bank, has Instructed 
>anks and other issuing agen­ 

cies to reject applications for 
he purchase of Savings Bonds 

where the applicant states, or

where the issuing agent has 
reason to believe, that the 
bonds will be used in the chain 
letter scheme.

'SAVINGS BONDS are Is- 
sued primarily for the purpose 
of enabling individuals and 
families to save safely and reg­ 
ularly for Important long-range 
goals," Ellcr said. 'The treas­ 
ury wants to sell as many 
bonds to as many Americans 
as possible   but always with­ 
in the framework of thrift, and 
not as a vehicle for this or any 
other 'get-rich-quick' scheme."
